the Town of Stumps, Now Wost- 
Btor posHOBBQs many dieadvan tagos as 
a uapilul, tho principal of which nro 
its iiiacocsHibility at all soaHOns of tho 
your, its want of proper buildin^^H 
lor tho iicconunodatioii of tho public 
officers, and its romolonoss Irom thu 
oo'ntro of oommorco. For all practical 
purp'oebs, BO far as Victoria intoroBtb 
are ccncornod, tho capital might as 
well be at Yale or Ly tlou, as at Now 
Westminster ; and, bo far as Qariboo in 
interested, if outside of i^gariboo 
district, its most desirable location 
would bo Victoria. The lattor 
city poasosaes groat, advantages over 
any other for the temporary location 
of the Boat of GovoVDnieht : It ia 
eituatod at tho hoad of ocean naviga- 
tion, is easily reached at all seasons 
from tho mainland or abroad, it has 
a milder and moro equable climate 
than New VVostminstor, and is con- 
sequontly nover " frozon in," and is 
provided with buildings rcadymado 
to tho hands of tho olBcials, not to 
mention the §50,000 gubernatorial 
residence. As a strong argumont in 
favor ol Union, it was said that it 
was belter to have one strong 
Colony tftorking in harmony, than to 
encourage two weak cummunities in 
tearing each other to pieoes by pull- 
ing different ways at onoe. Tho 
same argument might with equal 
force be advanced when recommend- 
ing tbo temporary esCbblisbmoat 
of the capital at this place, 
and should Governor Seymour carry 
out tho roBolvo it ia said ho has made, 
ho would stand exactly in tho pos- 
ition of a man who, instead of expend 
ing his capital in tho erection of one 
good building, exhauats hia energy 
and means in laying the foundations 
of half-a-dozen. Hero we have build- 
ings and property boloiiging to tho 
Colony, worth §oOO,000 all of 
which mast bo abandoned, and an 
eqaal^amonnt expended in tho orecw 
tion ot similar establishments at New 
Westmipster. Are we to abandon 
these buildings, and this property, and 
prepare for the imposition of ad-

It is also slated tbot this arraDgemaot was 
oonoluded withoot tho knowledge of Maxi- 
milian, and when he was ipptisod of it he 
munifested the greatest indip;nation and re- 
solved at onco to abdicate ami quit the 
country, leaving the French to treat for the 
withdrawal of their troops, either with Juiucz 
or his protectors, tho United Slates. On ar- 
riving at Vera Gtaz Maximilian wroto a 
letter to Bazaino, insulting to hira personnlly 
iiiul tho reverse of complimculary to Na- 
poleon. It is fcspccled that when Muximil- 
ian arrives in Europe ha will have recouree 
to various measures unplensnnt to Napo- 
leon, including tho publication of the latler's 
hitters. 'I'he Mcsican Eniporor thinks his 
(Niipoleon's) failb ia Dot only broken with 
liim but that ho has been treated with Btud- 
iud indiguity.

This 
was thu signal for a great stir among tho 
iroops, and groat oxcitcnent among thoso 
who had hehi oiriee, and other coinproinisod 
persiiiis, who iit once prepared for depurturo, 
an it was generally believed that Corona 
would attack tbo French, and thoy com-< 
n}eoqo4:embarkiDgu It ttwas feared that tbe 



fleet would shell the city, and the American 
Consnl volnoteoreii to go out and aeo Gen. 
Corona, who had advanoed oloso into tho 
French lines in order to induce them to let 
tbe Bfrenc^ depart io peace. He letoroed 
the same evening, but without any bucooss 
in hia mission, Corona having declared that 
it was his duty as a eoldier to do as much 
injury to tho enemy as possible. Tho rews 
spread tbrongh the city with great rapidity 
and produced tbe greatest excilonient. Hun- 
dreds took refuge in the cousular buildings, 
which were crowded wiib men, women and 
children. The same evening tho Liberals 
made on attack upon the French lines, with- 
out any marked rc.-ults ; but next day at 
noon a. strong attack was made anil fcotno 
very hard fighting took place. Tbo French 
lost heavily in men and several officers, among 
whom was tha gallant Captain Dolatosk, 
who lougbt 80 well at Palos Prietas and sue 
ceded in bringing hia men inlo Ihe oily. 
On the 13th the French Admiral sent a flag 
of truce Io .,,i;a, the result of which was 
the evacuation by tiio French troops by one 
o'clock that day. 

In tho afternoon the Liberal forces entered 
io bandHome stylo without tbe least disorder. 
Tbe soldiers were greeted with great enthu- 
siasm. 

Schliodon, eon of William Schlieden of 
this city, has been arrested and cnDfiueJ by 
Corona for being a native of Mexico, and en- 
gaged in carrying oominnnications from 
Maximillian to San Frauciaco and back. 
Paul Shirley, oomniandor of the United 
States steamer Suwaoee, had demanded 
bis release as being an American citizen. 
Tbo demand had been refused nn tho ground 
that young hchluidon was a citizen of Muxico 
having been born in Vorn Cruz. 

Tlie French evacuated the ciiy of Durango 
on the morning of the 13th ot Noveiubor, 
thus leaving the state of that name free from 
Ma.ximillian's forces. Th« city was left en- 
tirely to ilie protection of the raerchante. 
Four days later Durango was occupied by 
the Liberal forces nnder the command ot 
Uen. Auza. No disturbance of any kind 
uccurred, peace ond trade being restored. 
Tbo French, while on iboir retreat to tho 
city of Mexico, wore very much harrassed by 
the Liberal forces at a place called Arenal, 
21 milcd from Durango, on the route lo Som- 
tjiercto. A I'Vencb column was entirely cut 
up, losing 200 men and 3 pieces of artillery 
in tho b.iitle. 

From Guudalajara we have news to the 
lOlliof November. From reliable resources 
.Maximillian wag still al Orizaba, with ia» 
lentiuns tu abdicate. His mioistry sent a 
committee of three ot their numbor to have 
an interview with him, but be refused to 
receive tbein. lie will leave Mexico for 
Austria io a low days. 

The French will recogDize tbe Govarn> 
ment of Juarez and throngb tbo raodinm of 
the United Slate.'!, will eeltlo the Frenob 
claims. To this olfcct, thoy will appoint a 
corami.'^sion of three to meet at VVasfiington, 
a commission of llireo .Mexicans, composed 
of Sellers L irdo, the .Minister of Foreigu 
Affairs, Frnnciaoo Zarco, the eminent states- 
man, ond Romero, tbe Mexican Minister. In 
c.ise the coramissionors oanriot agree, then 
three citizens ol the United Stales -^ill be 
aupointed lo act as mediators. San Luis 
PotOoi was evacuated on tho 13th of Novenis 
bor, and General C'astngnay was in (iuadal- 
ajara awaiting tho arrival ol the troops Irom 
Mazat'ao, and logethsr with tbo French 
troops in that city, will march t» the city 
vt .\iexico in acuordance with orders. The 
French will witlidraiv ncxi spring. They 
will concentrate in the city ot Mexico, and 
will leave tho liovernment in the hands ol 
Uen. Perfirio Diaz. 

Ortega was arrested for a violation of the 
neutrality laws. Oanales was at Matamoras 
and Negiete al lirovvuMville awaiting Orte- 
ga's arrival to a.'-sert hi.^ claim by an appeal 
to arms. .Sheridan saV'- ihe P'rench and 
English merchants are su[iporierij of Maxi- 
millian. Subsequently he states that Cao, 
ales oOeted to Burrumlcr if tbe Liberal Gov 
ernment would pay the merchants and sup 
porlera of .Muxiniilian. Thu same meroliant 
go around Sedgwick, prompting the courne 
taken bv him. Sedgwick breakfasted With 
these individuals.

Tho principle of adjustment ought I think to 
bo twofold, 1st— For the ptoteoiion of home 
industries of every description, and 2nd— for 
tho raising of a revenue from imported gen- 
oral merchandise. For from inoroasing the 
price of farm and garden produce, of lumber 
and coal to the consumer; tho effect of tbe 
tlrst, owing to the increased oompetition en- 
genderod will bo to make all tbo necessaries 
of life cheaper. If asked then, why protect 
what is dear enough at present? my reply is, 
to insure to the producer a certain market, 
and as a veliicio tu effect settlement in the 
country. With regard lo duties ol tho second 
cliiKs moutionod, 1 presume lliey should bo as 
light as , the .financial re(|niremont9 of the 
couutry will odmit ol, but upon this point I 
urn not prepared to nDer an opinion without 
eonsultiiig the cily members, who are bettor 
informed upon the subject than I am. 

As to what town should bo tho seat of 
Rovernment, many reasons con bo urged lo 
fix it at Victoria. Too much stress baa been 
laid on the aoverDOi"B lettora from Paris. 
These lellorri, it should bo recollected, were 
wrilteii upon a hypothesis which ceaBos to 
exist, and (iirice the circumstances tliat pro- 
duced them aro^entirely changed, may lairly 
bo regarded as so much waste paper. They 
are only valuable as an evidence of nu 
ordinary capacity for business on tbe pari of 
the dieting' iabed writer, and of bis earnest 
advocacy of what in his individual opinion 
were tho interests of li e | Oftum of tho people 
over which hejwuH then Governor. Under the 
altered circninsiances of tho case, it may 
reasonably be conjectured, that a Governor 
would bo, to a groat extent, iufluerrced liy the 
unlettered opinion of tiis Council, and would 
approve of the course that appeared most 
conducive to tho interests of the country at 
large. Our vi'iwa on thi.s eubject ought, 
iheroloro, first lo bo laid before the Conncil, 
and our appeal unto C'iUiar held in teBcrve. 

The towns which may be supposed to eom- 
peto to become the Vice Ilegal Residence 
and Sent of Government would be Victoria, 
Nanaimo, New Westminster and Yalo. 
Lytton is too far removed from existing cuiir 
ires of ptipulaiion to be included at present. 

Now, il the Bute fnlot route to the North- 
ern mines should become a success, and tir 
caase for some time to come extensive trulfic 
Ota the Fraser to Big Bend, is very iimble- 
malical, the town.' nn the I/nver Fr,!';rr. 
without agrxiiiiural lanils in llieir iieigl, bur- 
hood to fall buck upon, would be depopun 
lalcd. 

Again, suppose the Hudson's liay Company, 
wishing to sell town lots at Langley, were to 
run their steamers there, passing New Westo 
minster by, or were to connect without 

stopping, with river sleamera runniric lo Yalo, 
Now ^Vestrninster would bo to Yalo what 
Aatoria is to Portland, and tho hoad of river 
navigation would become the principal depot 
of the Lower Fraser. 

Victoria as tbe head of ocean navigation, 
backed by extensive traota of farming land, 
boasting the best port of tho North Pacific, 
h") Btalion of Her Majesty's fleet, is ceriain 
to grow. Nanaimo, wiili its admirable har- 
bour, and iooxhausliblo coal is certain lo 
inorease. Yalo from its position must al- 
ways be an important town: expectation 
may reasonably point to Hope, ?b well, on 
account of its magnificent sue, as from the 
probabi lity of its becoming at a future day 
the lerrainu.* of a read to tbo Atlantic. But 
with tho po.'siliilily of tbe occurrence ol all 
or any of the unfavorable contingencies al- 
luded to above ; what guaraniaa can be 
given of tlie permanence of Now West- 
luintor? But Victoria has other claims be- 
sides those mentioned, I'slpnblic nfiices are 
built — a great considoralion to tax payers; 
in liie event ot international dangers, the 
Vice-Admiral would bo with the fleet; des- 
patches would never bo ice-bouad ; tempered 
by ih3 sea breezes its climate is tbe most 
agreeable on the coast; but, what occurs to 
me ns tho strongest argument ol all in its lavor 
with referenco to the interests ui iho Colony 
at large is this: As yet, the wealth of llie 
country is in ils minerals, and alter a surniner 
of toil, tho miaer looks lor ^ard to u wiuier 
of pleasures. How few remain to winter in 
any of the atber towns I have menlioned ! 
the golden harvest is reaped by I'urtlaml or 
San I'Vancisco; is it therefore not clearly e'es- 
irablc to attain every ellbrt to build u,) tlio 
only town in the Colony which appears to 
havo BufEoient natural advantages or attrac- 
tions to detain them. If to improve Yalo, 
Douglas, Lytton, Richfield, or Canierontown, 
the Sacranientes and Stocktons of the conn- 
try, expenditure were needed, and the liuaii- 
oes of the country wore in a condition to 
admit of it, 1 Would deem it both my duly 
and interest lo vote tor such in Council, but 
if lartber attempt shall be made at the co t 
of the miner and trader lo aohieve irapcssi- 
bililies at New Westminster, a peal of remon- 
strance will ring throughout over taxed 
Itiil'^h Cohiinbia. Session alter session ilie 
bitter eoiil.'st will bo revived ; the boine 
ttutliorilien vtIII be apiiealed through every 
conceivable channel ; and tho errors of past 
Legislation will involve a source of discord — 
a loss of money and a waste ot time ! 

Several other lojiics 1 intended lo have 
loucbed upon, but fre! '.hal I have a'reaJy lo 
apologize for thus trespassing upon your 
space.
